Jackson, Miss., October 6.—Governor |

CAPTAIN JOHN D. RAY 
LAID TO REST AT NEWNAN 


He Was One of Leading Citi- 
zens of Coweta County. 
Had Relatives Here. 


D>. Ray, who died at 
Raymond on the morning of October 
was buried in the family cemetery 
at Newnan Friday afternoon. A num- 
ber of relatives and friends of At- 
lanta were present at the interment, 

Captain Ray was born in Newnan 
March 17, 1841, son of Judge John Ray 
and his wife, Bethenia Lavender. In 
1861 he was a soldier in the First 
regiment of Georgia volunteer in- 
fantry and served at Pensacola, Fla., 
and Laurel Hill, Va. 

When the conscript act took the 
overseers from the cotton plantations

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he was exempted from military service 
that he might manage the plantations 
of his father in Coweta county. Here, 
though barely 21, he produced large 
and varied food crops that went to feed 
the confederate army.

In 1867 Captain Ray married Miss 
Mary Rawson, eldest daughter of Col- 
onel E. E. Rawson, of Atlanta.

He was the owner of a large 
and fertile plantation where Raymond 
is now located and seevral times won 
the prize for the best acre of cotton 
grown in the state.

With 
regulation there should also be segre- 
gation as far as possible. 

“What has been the outcome of the 
suppression of the ‘red light’ district? 
It has resulted in every city in the 
women of ill fame seeking habitation 
in respectable neighborhoods, much to 
the annoyance and disgust of the peo- 
ple who heretofore had been free from 
Only those 
whose duty it is to administer the 
law know how difficult, and, I might 
say, almost impossible It is to enforce 
the laws as they now exist, govern- 
ing this all-important question. In 
my opinion this is one of the greatest 
civic problems which has yet to be 
solved. 

Cannot Abolish Vice by Statutes. 

“The impracticability of abolishing 
a vice by mere repressive legislation is 
now recognized by practically al] stu- 
aents of public affairs. A vice, which 
ingrained in the natural in- 
stincts of a large proportion of the 
human race, cannot be abolished by 
framing laws which make indulgence 
in that vice a statutory crime anid 
placing them upon the statute books of 
the state. And yet tnis ts what legis- 
latures are attempting to do. 

“In connection with this question 
of ‘law enforcement’ I desire to say 
in conclusion that too ofren the polic 
department of a city 1s olamed for th. 
apparent lax enforcement of certain 
laws. Too much is required of the cit, 
police, and I have noticed that state 
and county officials too frequent) 
shirk their responsibilities and lay t! 
upon the shoulders of the po 
lice department. I[t is as much, if not 
even more, the duty of the county and 
state officer to see that the laws 
this state are enforced as it is that ot 
the police officer.”

The best methods to aid the released 
convict and the needy poor was the 
subject of a talk given by Jacob Billi- 
kopf, of Kansas City, yesterday morn- 
ing in the presence of several members 
of the Atlanta police board, the Geor- 
gia Prison Association and J. C. Lo- 
gan, secretary of the Associated Chari- 
ties. | 

Mr. Billikopf was requested to more 
fully particularize his remarks made 
Thursday night at the banquet given 
to the delegates of the American 
League of Municipalities, especially on 
those points. involving the man who 
wants a chance, but who has been kept 
down by ..popular prejudice or ig- 
norance.;>,.3* ,. 

As a member of the board of public 
welfare of Kansas City, the speaker 
has made a study of such conditions 
is one ef tte few’ authorities on 
the subject now Ifving in this ‘coun- 
try. When his talk was completed a 
rising vote of thanks was tendered 
him by those present. 

“Keep men employed and the entire 
problem is practically solved,” said 
he. “When you find a large floating, 
or unemployed, population you will 
fing that crime flourishes and that 
the charitable institutions are over- 
worked, True, it is that under pres- 
ent conditions it is impossible to keep 
all men employed, but my own city 
has established several municipal in- 


stitutions, such as the city rock quarry, 
where several thousand are employe:! 
Atlanta, or any other city, could do 
the same thing and at small cost. In- 
deed, in many cases such institutions 
are self-supporting.”

System for prisoners, advocated a mv 
nicipal loan office for the benefit of the 
victims of the loan shark, and strongly 
advocated abolishing the slurs.
